The system ought to be useful in everyday 
life, too, I found that a system could be 
set up. I use the scientifically correct year 
of 365.4 days. Divided into twelve equal 
parts, this year is exactly twelve months 
of 30.45 days each. There are 4.35 weeks in 
a month, 52.2 weeks in a year, 8769.6 hours 
in a year, 730-8 hours in a month and 168 
hours in a week. So far I have always been 
able to come within hours of a correct 
answer. With meticulous care, one could 
come within minutes of an exact answer. 
It is probably obvious that it is easier to 
extract units of time from the calendar 
than it Is to apply the units to the calendar 
and come up with the proper day or time 
of day. When working from units of time 
or decimal days, I simply extract so many 
hours per day or minutes per day and days 
per month. After the decimal units are 
broken up into months, days and hours, it 
is simple to count off to the day of the 
month. Excluding leap year makes the sys- 
tem applicable to long periods of time and 
doesn’t seem to detract from short-time 
accuracy. 

I have used this system for a year and in 
less than one more it will have served its 
puipose. However, I intend to use the sys- 
tem in another mode of life for a long time.
